In this situation of isolation, France, 
it is believed here, will suffer a fur- |

Retards Private French Loan. 

The settlement with Italy, as was 
that with Belgium, is a blow to 
France, as a failure of either of these 
nations to settle would have strength- 
ened the position of the Paris gov- 
ernment. Belgium since her settle- 
ment hag obtained a $56v,000,000 loan 
in Wall street and Italy will now 
p@ free to negotiate a private loan, 
vut France will be unable to get 
money in this country until she gets 
right with Uncle Sam. 

ln the negotiations just concluded 
the American commissioners- became 
convinced that ltaiy was in the worst 
economic condition of all the debtors, 
having virtually no natural resources, 
but cheap labor. The settlement with 
Italy, carrying a 75 per cent reduction 
of the whole claim, will help that 
country, in the opinion of the Ameri- 
can commissioners, to put her interna] 
and external finances in order. At 
present the financia! situation of Italy 
is little short of bankruptcy, 

Ranking Their Credits. 

The British debt settlement repre- 
sented a 24 per cent cancellation of 
the whole sum due, the Belgian settle- 
ment a 55 per cent cancellation. The 
American debt commission offered 
France a 40 per cent cancellation, to 
which France countered with a pro 
posal involving a 60 per cent cancella- 
tion, and there the negotiations ended, 

The United States loaned Italy a 
total of $1,648,000,000. Under the terms 
of settlement Italy will pay 4% per 
cent interest on amount up to 
Dec. 16, 1922, the date of the British

Insists on Wedding.

Boasted He Went Unarmed. 


Samoots came into the limelight 
some half dozen years ago when he 
achieved the distinction of leading a 
crew of mysterious gangsters who used 
their pistols with secrecy and swift- 
ness. He was fond of boasting that 
he never carried a pistol himself and 
he often sent broadcast an invitation 
to his enemies to come when they 
willed. He strode through dimly light- 
ed streets in the vicinity of Halsted 
and Taylor streets unarmed and uwun- 
afraid. 

Of late, since the Genna gang met 
with its reverses, three of the Genna 
brothers being murdered, Samoots rose 
to prominence. He is said to have 
taken over many of the Genna alcohol 
stills and to have advanced in power 
and wealth. Although only 26 years 
old he was far along in strategy and 
leadership. * 

Although police warnings have had 
the effect of abolishing the spectacular 
funerals with which gangland is wont 
to celebrate its dead, it is regarded 
likely that Samoots may be accorded 
a distinguished hail and farewell. And, 
after the manner of the gangs, his mur- 
derers probably will be in the front 
row, weeping copiously and strewing 
wreaths of much cost.

“We Forget So Soon,” 
Says Student Paper. 


The failure of Northwestern univer- 
sity, which lost 73 students in the 
world war, to take any official notice 


of Armistice day was the subject of 
an editorial in the Daily Northwest- 
ern, student publication, yesterday, 
which caused considerable comment 
on the campus and among the resi- 
dents of the city. , - 
President Walter Dill Scott last 
night declared that in previous years 
the Armistice day observance had 
been left to the R. O. T. C.: that this 
year for some reason no arrangements 
Classes were not 
closed, he said, principally because the 
authorities knew the students would 
take advantage of the day to leave 
Evanston for trips to Chicago and 
other places. Memorial Lane, with a 
tree for each of the 73 students who 
died in the war, was referred to by 
President Scott. 

The Daily Northwestern’s editorial 
read: “It was 11 o’clock Wednesday, 
Nov. 11, 1925, just seven years after 
the close of the great war. All over 
the country business suspended, traffic 
stopped, people paused and all America 
faced east for two minutes of silent 
| prayer in the memory of those Who so 
willingly gave their lives in the cause 
of their country. 

“But not at Northwestern! The 
students were too busy, lectures too 
important, classes were too sacred to 
be interrupted by this simple token of 


appreciation to our honored dead

Boasts Bustling Trade in 


Addition to Climate. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 
[Chicago Tribune Preeas Service.) 


Tampa, Fla. Nov. 12.—{Special }— 
The northern observer is impressed 
“ith the Industria] background of 
Tampa. Its Illinois equivalent would 
be, say, Peoria in a summer-in-winter 
setting. Here the Florida migration 
has an aspect different from that in 


ihe Palm Beach-Miami region. 


On the east coast, development is 
based on winter sunshine, diversion, 
and the nation’s playground note. 
Here, it bas all these factors, plus fac- 
iories and a highly developed citrus 


and early vegetable back country. 
The solidity of its growth is im 


sive. One does not find here the leap- 
ing of ground and land prices to dizzy 


peaks, as in some sections along the 
Atlantic coast. Prices have registered 
a large advance, but the general level 
is much lower than on the other side 
of the peninsula. There is much activ- 
ity, but it is minus the fever and 
splurge of the other caast. 
$100,000 Still Real Money. 


In these parts they still account 
4100,000 a tdy sum. In Miami, on the 
other hand, they seem to talk in terms 
of millions. Even the knee-panted 
salesmen who get their meals at the 
soft drink counters seem to have a 
habit of using three or four extra 
ciphers. 

Tampa ‘is attracting a lot of con- 
_ gervative capital] from the north, espe- 
cially from Chicagoans, who are accus- 
tomed to look for investment where 
factory chimneys are smoking, and 
commerce is bustling. In the last year 
the combined resources and deposits in 


the thirteen Tampa banks have in- | 


creased more than $1,000,000 a week. A 
year ago bank deposits were $38,345,- 
000; today they have grown to $94,- 
562,000. 

Physically the town is growing at 
an imposing rate. Tall buildings form 
and imposing sky line and everywhere 
construction activities strike the eyg.

Public Thinks Too Much 
of Winning, He Says. 


The American public is a public of 
hero worshipers; its attitude towards 
football and its players is all wrong; 
it is not Anterested in the game for 


the game’s sake, but only in winning— 
only in how many times the goal line 
is crossed—-says Dr. Ernest M. Hop- 
kins, president of Dartmouth univer- 
sity. 

Dr. Hopkins arrived yesterday forty- 
eight hours ahead of the Dartmouth 
eleven. Asked why he came to Chi- 
cago, he said gravely that he came 
to attend an alumni meeting, but there 
was a twinkie in hi8 eye as he said it 
which carried the suggestion that he 
really came for that battle of mud and 
moleskins. 

Discusses Public’s Attitude. 


And although President Hopkins at 
first said it was His habit to leave the 
discussion of football “ to the experts,”’ 
it was not long before he was discuss- 
ing it from all angles. 

“TI think the public’s attitude, par- 
the players, is all 


“So long'as a team is winning it is 
a body of heroes, touted to the skies 
by the fickle public. But let it lose 
a game or two, make a few little mis- 
takes, and where is it? It is promptly 
branded as yellow, a gang of cowards 
and ignoramuses. 

“And there you strike the fault of 
our American attitude toward sports 
—to the detriment of sports. It isn’t 
the playing of the game we're inter- 
ested in, but only the winning of the 
game. We seem to have a sort of 
mania to worship the winners. We 
cannot give credit to the man who has 
fought a splendid, clean battle. and 


llost, credit because he made such a 
| fight. 


We forget .all about how finely 
and how cleanly the loser played and 
lost in our immediate worship of the 
winner. 

Bad for the Game. 

“And it is a bad thing for football 
and a bad thing for the players. 
have seen men driven out of collegé 
over the matter of the dropping of a 
punt. O, it’s a fact. I've actually 
seen it. Players have made mistakes 
and had no peace in their lives at the 
university afterward, so keenly were 
they made to feel what they had done 
all through our wrong attitude. 

“One of our best backs on the Dart- 
mouth eleven last year told me after a 
game in New York that he was “r

was not fun or cowardice. He was 
not yellow. It wasn’t the opposition 
or going against the line he feared, 
but himself. His fear was that. he 
would make a mistake, that he would 
not deliver up to the reputation the 
public had created for him. 

“Now all this might not be true of 
older men, but it is of undergraduates. 
They. are susceptible to it, and there- 


fore the public’s attitude works to 


their detriment.”
